to-wit: in the county of Dunn, on the third Monday 
of April and third Monday of October of each year; 
in the county of Chippewa, on the second Monday of 
June and the second Monday of December of each 
year. 
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SECTION 2. All writs, summons, process, infortna- When write dm. 
returnable. tions, indictments, recognizances and other proceedings 

made returnable to the terms now fixed by law shall 
be deemed and considered returnable to the terms as 
the same are prescribed by this act, and all adjourn-
ments, continuances, motions and notices of proceed-
ings in the said courts, made or taken to any term sub-
sequent to the date when this act shall take effect, shall 
be held and taken for the time herein provided for the 
holding of the terms of said court. 

SECTION 3. All acts or parts of any act so far as they 
relate to the holding of the terms of the circuit court 
in said counties of Dunn and Chippewa, and contra-
vening the provisions of this act are for the purposes 
hereof, hereby repealed.

first descend or accrue, either—first, within the age of 
twenty-one years ; or, second, insane ; third, impris-
oned on a criminal charge, or in execution upon con-
viction of a criminal offense, for a term less than for life, 
the time during which such disability shall continue, 
shall not be deemed any portion of the time in this chap-
ter limited for the commencement of such action, or the
